Democraey, who by foree and violénce com-
pelled the uilierrs to vio'ate thelr oaths and do
e bidding ol w lmwwess mob,.  The result
was that rogisirnion was suspeuded for awhile,
butrecpencit on Mooday In one of the precine's.
On Wednesday the Board repaired to Mactins-
borg, and a8 4 WS A00ML O comimence 118
work, one Fletohar banded an anonymous letter
108 young man named Keedy, summoning him
to leave the place in tifitven mivntes, he being
rispeeled ol having given information to the
registrare,. The insolepee ol the man Fleteher,
and his threatening language to Lhe officers,
culled for an order for bis arrest, when he aprang
tor the door, waving a pistol over his head, nod
shouting 1o the crowd without to come on and
mantmn thele rights,  James Galloway, one of
bhe regl trars, Immedistely drew his pistol for
seltdelence, when o rofliun rashel upon him,
presented a pigstol ar his hepd, and a8 he was
nhout to fire, Galloway shot him dead, Instantly
Gulloway wae ahot ln retarn, but not serionsly
wounded, when be tarped to his would-be
murderer and shot him also, The firing then
hecame general, aud forty or ffly shots wors
fired, Fletelier flecing, bot o the attack was
himeelf sbov by & stray buliet aad Instantly
Killed,  Quiot waa restored, but la‘er results we
ate not in'ormed of, A telrgram from the scene
wis in town for the Governor Iast evenine, bat
at & Inte noor it had not been delivered, aad its
contents we do not know. We forbear any
forther comments upon the aflfray until we have
fuller particulars, bul must express our rogret
pnd sblhiorrrnee at the lawlees and bYloody scenes
the Demoeracy of the State seem determined Lo
force upon those who ditffer {rom them,

CRIME.

A Remoarknble Case In the Unlted States
orart,

A trinl which developed some singular incl
dents, has lalely cloted 1n the United States
Circuit Court at Cleveland, Ohio. The cirouin-
stunces are substantinlly these: In December,
1868, & young banker at MHudsou, Miculigan,
named William W, Trendwell, possessing large
caplial and a bigh reputaton tor lutegrity and
business capaeity, borrowed upwards of $40,000
from banks in Clevelsnd, Coieagzo, Detriot,
Adnan, and Hillsdule, and then absconded,
inking bis booty i a biack satetrl,  Nothing
wis  heard of  bim  agaeln nll Febraarg,
8, 1864, when lie arrived at  Mansteld,
Oho, under the assumed name of C, Clemmer,
While there Treadwell met an old irleud, to
whom he showed a large amouant of money,
some $60,000, and said he intended to return to
Hudson anda pay bis deébis, On the evening of
the 10th instant Treadwell's wife and ber
father, vamed Swmucl Hester, of Centreville,
Ohio, visited him al Manstield with a small
trunk, As the party were on the way to the
depot the next day, Treadwell and his wife
were prrested and the tropk seized, but Hester
made off with the black satchell. Treadwell
was taken to Michigan, tried, convicted, and
sentenced W jall, On the last day ol the trial'bis
wife seoretly gave him $2600, andthat sume even-
Ing he broke jail, in company with a horsethief
pumed Cowell, to whom be disclosed the fact of
having a large sum of money., After escapiog
trom jail Cowell murdered his companion in &
piece of woods and stole his watch and money,
long afterwards & wood-chooper discovered
Treadwell's body, which, by n series of provi-
dential circumstances was ldentided, and the
murder traced to Cowell, who was committed in
May, 1865, and execulted In Seplember following,
alter confessing his  gailt, Samuel Hester,
Treadwell's father-in-law, who Tran away
with 1Le satchel, at Mapsfield, returced
to his home at Centreville, after various
adventures, one of which led lo an at
tempt to arrest him as a thief, but which
be resisted with firearmw sud finslly escaped
because the Sheriflf, when he saw him, decided
that he was not 1he right man. Sooa aiter a
women employed by Mrs, Hester discovered
SBamuel Hester, Mrs, Treadwell, and Mrs, Hester
counting & furge amount of money—*‘‘a peck
measure full,” a8 slie testiied on the wnal, This
led to the arrest of Samuel Hester, and the trial
which hus just closed shows that it was the
money frandulently obtained by Treadwell, and
the plaintifl in the case obtaed a verdict for
$48,500. The cace allords auother (llustrition of
tlie saying, “The way of the Lrapseressor is
hard.,” Treadwell was murdered, his murderer
executed, and the father-in law, who ia supposed
to Lave prompted Treadwell to commit the
crime, is in the Lhands of justice, and compelled
to relingui=h his ill. gotten wealth,
